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The English language has many vivid phrases to suggest 
disagreeable circumstances crowding in from two sides, 
and in these advertisements we are using some of them to 
illustrate the two main dangers that can mar the per- 
formance of sparking plugs: overheating, on the one 
hand, and fouling, on the other.

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Rise or Fall ? 


HE possibility of a decline in the export of British cars has been discussed 
often enough. We now note that, according to a recent study by the Intel- 
ligence Unit of the Economist, the U.K.’s share of the export markets is 

likely to be reduced in the next year or two. The discouraging impression given 
by such a broad statement does not seem to be in keeping with the production 
policy or forward planning of the big manufacturers. It is now well known that 
our car factories—already for years Great Britain’s No. 1 exporting industry—intend 
to increase output by a very substantial amount—by so many cars, in fact, that there 
can be no thought of their being absorbed in the home market alone. 

Certainly, some very important overseas markets have been reduced. But this 
has been as a result of local conditions rather than competition. We must be pre- 
pared for fluctuations because even such a simple and familiar occurrence as a 
bad rice harvest can compel an eastern country to close its ports to British cars for 
the season. 

On the brighter side, however, are to be found the new and expanding markets. 
Indo-China, for example, has set its doors ajar to British cars, thanks, paradoxic- 
ally, to American aid. We note, incidentally, that the Intelligence Unit to which 
we have already referred believes that American cars are growing further away from 
world-market requirements; they are sizing themselves out of the running. For 
Great Britain the United States continues to offer tremendous scope. There, a 
good vehicle will and can create its own free demand. 

We believe, without undue optimism, that an enterprising and energetic sales 
policy abroad, coupled with adequate spares and service backing (the lack of it is 
still a major deterrent in America and tr ten will enable British cars at least to 
hold their own in world markets. But this is not to say that the increasing com- 
petition from some quarters can be discounted. Germany, particularly through its 
reliable and efficient Volkswagen, has already shown the British industry a clear 
amber light. This can be turned to red or green according to whether or not 
the challenge is vigorously taken up. 


Apprentice to Speed 


HERE are at the moment several cars of British manufacture which can attain 
100 m.p.h—and a few more which will comfortably exceed this figure. 
European manufacturers can claim not only several 100-m.p.h. cars but also 
one or two whose drivers can on occasion leave that figure at littke more than half- 
way round the dial. Now most of these cars are available to anybody who has the 
money to buy them. And, what is more, in exchange for 10s and an assurance that 
he has a current driving licence and no physical disabilities, anybody can buy a 
restricted competition licence and compete in restricted races (events which are open 
to members of the organizing club and those clubs which are invited to compete). 
That there are young men who are sufficiently adventurous and well-breeched 
to buy and race these cars is a good thing. It would be tragic if, as the result of 
lack of experience, they should be found wanting in the skill to deal with the crises 
that must inevitably arise in motor racing. As a country and from the point of view 
of the sport, we can ill afford accidents and injuries. It becomes more and more 
necessary, as race speeds increase, that a novice period should be served on the 
simpler circuits and in not too potent cars—why not formula 3 which was intended 
for this purpose? 
Though the stewards, during practice periods, may watch the newcomers with 
a hawk’s eye, and bar them from competing if they prove to be over-ambitious or 
reckless, the excitement and competition of a race can produce an entirely different 
set of circumstances. Risks must and will be taken and the faster the car the greater 
the risk. With the recollection of more than one melancholy occurrence already this 
season, we would appeal to those entering the racing game to temper with humility 
and prudence their theoretical knowledge and dash. We would like to be able to 
record their exploits in more than one race!

F you are a transport contractor and your job is to move 
| liquids (which may vary from diesel oil to corrosive 
acids) it is possible to obtain a tanker which is designed 
and built for the very purpose and no other. This applies 
particularly to road transport, and whether the load carried 
is pulverized coal, telegraph poles or motor car bodies, there 
is, or can be without a great deal of trouble, a truck to do 
the job. The car owner, unless he is in a position to own 
several vehicles, usually has to compromise and use the one 
car throughout the year for every journey, and to carry what- 
ever load it is capable of bearing wherever the owner wishes. 
Any trunk road during the week carries a great number 
of four- and six-seater saloons which are occupied only by 
the driver. He is more often than not a business man going 
on his lawful way, and he uses a car which, on the face 
of it, is uneconomic transport for one person simply because 
at the week-ends, in the evenings, or at holiday times, he 
requires seating and luggage capacity for his family or 
friends. What this man requires for his business journeys 
is a small, fast and economical two-seater, preferably with 
a fixed head coupé or “hard top” type of bodywork. It 
need not be lavishly equipped, and maintenance must be 
kept to a minimum because of time off the road. Essentials 
would include good visibility, comfortable seating, first-class 
road holding and brakes—this man usually travels far and 
fast—good lights, a heater, and that priceless piece of equip- 
ment, a windscreen washer. 

Luggage accommodation can be kept to a minimum or 
even occupied by an extra large fuel tank. The heart of the 
car, the engine, could be a 14-litre, capable of producing 
a maximum speed of 90 m.p.h. and a comfortable cruising 
range of 70 to 75 m.p.h. with excellent acceleration. The 
total price should be below £1,000, and there are only three 
or four cars produced in Great Britain which come any- 
where near this specification; only one of these is a 14-litre. 
If price is not considered, the number of potential candi- 
dates in this class rises to about ten, with the price of the 
most expensive over £3,000. 

Acquisition of a car such as this raises several problems : 
how many homes have two-car garages? what does our 
business man do when he finds he has to take more than

one person to lunch? and what happens to the car at week- 
ends? Well, perhaps the demand does not justify the supply, 
but it is worth thinking about. 

The man or woman who requires a sports car is well 
catered for, and out of the different types produced by both 
large and small manufacturers in Great Britain, it is-a diffi- 
cult customer who cannot be satisfied. Looking at the price 
guide of new cars in The Autocar, one finds that there are 
approximately seventeen manufacturers building sports cars 
of one type or another. These range from a rather stark 
two-seater ‘to a luxurious and very fast wind-cheating saloon. 
The engine sizes vary from just over 1-litre capacity to 5 
litres, and the British motorist can pay anything from £500 
to £5,000 basic for his choice. Price does not control maxi- 

mum speed because what is, perhaps, 
the fastest of them all—a sports-racing 
two-seater—costs less than £3,000, 
including purchase tax. 

A number of these cars have acquitted 
themselves extremely well in inter- 
national races and rallies, and others 
are capable, under correct guidance, of 
putting up an equally good show in the 
ordinary type of club meetings, such as 
are held at Goodwood or Silverstone. 
In addition to providing amusement 
and pleasure, as any car should, for 
the owner at week-ends, these sports 
cars can be used for ordinary day-to- 
day motoring without the driver having 
to be bothered with the prospect of 
oiled up plugs or other temperamental

behaviour which might afflict a very highly tuned power unit. 

Also for the sporting owner there are available a number 
of specials. In some cases these can be purchased in chassis 
form, and the owner is left with the choice of engine and 
bodywork. There is a lot to be said for the individual type 
of car if one is keen and has the facilities for doing some of 
the assembly oneself. And for those motorists who use their 
cars for both competition work and business journeys, an 
advantage worth remembering is the now popular detach- 
able hard-top. With this, the open sports two-seater can 
quickly be converted into a snug coupé for the winter 
months. 

In the majority from the production lines of the big 
factories are the family type of saloon cars. For the peculiar 
road and traffic conditions prevailing in Great Britain, 
coupled with the economic situation, the four-six-seater 
saloon produced in this country today 
is unbeatable. In a number of instan- 
ces the need for exports has influenced 
design, and as a result the British 
motorist and those who buy British- 
built cars have benefited. If a car can 
operate successfully off the beaten 
track in tough, overseas conditions, it 
should stand up to the billiard table 
surfaces of most English roads and 
the slow-moving traffic conditions! 

In recent years manufacturers have 
been paying greater attention to ease 
of maintenance—although in some 
cars there are still too many greasing 
points—more economical operation,

and greater luggage space. If one can forget for a few 
minutes the bogy of British purchase tax, the owner of 
the average saloon car gets much greater value for his money 
today than he did in 1939. He has more carrying capacity 
for a given wheel-base, and a bigger choice of models. He 
can have a two-door saloon with a 1}-litre engine, or a four- 
door model with a 14-litre power unit. There is usually a 
big choice of optional equipment, and colours are more 
cheerful. A four-seater saloon can cost under £400, includ- 
ing p.t., or (if you have a rich aunt who looks favourably in 
your direction!) you can pay over £3,000 for similar seating 
capacity. This does not, of course, include the large luxury 
class, examples of which more often than not have “ one-off ” 
special coachwork. 


Three Main Ranges 


To omit for a moment the saloon which costs over £2,000, 
the owner who requires accommodation for up to four o1 
five persons is well catered for. He or she has the choice 
of roughly three price ranges. These are up to £600, up to 
£800, and up to £1,700. In the first bracket there are ten 
models of different makes. For another two hundred pound 
you can choose from fifteen larger cars from six manu- 
facturers, and the other nine hundred pounds brings 
twenty-seven: models into the field. 

For obvious reasons, it is cars in these three price 
brackets which form the greater part of British production. 
All of them are fully capable of doing the job they are 
designed for, and some of them lead a harder life than they 
might be reasonably expected to stand without many 
complaints. 

The choice is wide, as can be gathered from the perplexed 
expressions of prospective purchasers seen at the London 
motor shows. But if the owner can work out his operating 
budget, he should be able to find a car to suit his particular 
requirements. Once obtained, he will find that the maid of 
all work—for that is what the family saloon is—will suffice.

If the financial limit is wider, there are three British makes 
which can provide, with suitable coachwork, the most 
luxurious wheeled transport it is possible to have.

The number of seats can 
range from two, with immense luggage carrying capacity, to 
room for six persons in complete comfort.

In these cases the coach- 
builders work in very close liaison with the chassis manu- 
facturer, aad the owner is wise not to insist on some particu- 
lar fitting or design that does not have the blessing of the 
factory. When completed he will have a car to be proud of, 
and one that represents British automobile engineering 
design at its best. 

Another demand which is catered for is that of the man 
who requires one of the ubiquitous estate cars or station 
wagons. Developed by our transatlantic cousins, this type 
of body has gained favour amongst motorists of all classes

Impossible tc 
carry in the normal saloon luggage locker, such things can 
usually be found space for in the estate car. Especially 
suitable for people living in country districts, where the load 
may consist of a group of children being taken to the village 
fair, or a couple of crates of chickens to the local market, 
the space available in the production model estate cars is 
invaluable. There is the story of the wealthy Australian 
sheep farmer who buys a new long wheelbase limousine 
each year to carry his prize rams in. Both occupants travel 
in comfort and the glass partition prevents the animals from 
breathing down the driver’s neck. 

The performance and comfort of these cars, in many cases, 
approaches that of a similar make saloon. Stiffer springs and 
a higher axle ratio are sometimes fitted to cope with the 
owner’s requirements. One famous British manufacturer 
produces a compact, go-anywhere vehicle which can be 
used for a variety of purposes as well as that of passenger 
carrying. Indeed, the prospective purchaser should have little 
difficulty in choosing a car to suit his particular needs from 
the wide range manufactured in Great Britain. 

When contemplating the purchase of a car, either as a 
replacement for an existing vehicle or as an additional means 
of transport, there are a number of considerations to bear 
in mind. It is to be assumed that the prospective owner 
has a fair idea in his mind of the particular class of car 
he requires. He will not waste time studying sports car 
specifications if he is going to buy a limousine. 

One very prominent governing factor in the purchase of 
a car is the size of the domestic garage. Comparison of 
performance figures, fuel consumption, ease of maintenance, 
seating comfort and weight are well worth making when 
it comes to deciding which of two or three models of the 
same type is to be the target. Another factor worth con- 
sideration is the prospective resale value. Unless something 
out of the ordinary in the way of bodywork is required, the 
choice offered by the majority of manufacturers will suit

URING last summer the Cowley reappeared in the 

Morris range after a gap of some twenty-one years. 

The old bull-nosed models were rightly famous for 
the way in which they provided economical and reliable 
travel for a reasonable initial outlay, and their modern suc- 
cessors were greeted warmly on their introduction by drivers 
who saw the likelihood of perpetuation of that tradition. 
The Cowley is very similar to the Oxford, of which a Road 
Test appeared in The Autocar of July 23, 1954, except that 
it bas a 1,200 c.c. engine instead of the larger 1}4-litre 
(1,500 c.c.) size.. Other economies have been made in the 
production of the Cowley, but the general structure and the

size are the same as those of the Oxford. It is a family 
car capable of seating up to six persons, and there is a 
creditable degree of quality in its construction. 

The four-cylinder engine of the British Motor Corpora- 
tion’s range has the same stroke as that of the Oxford, 
but the bore diameter is smaller. This reduction in size cuts 
power output from 50 b.h.p. at 4,200 r.p.m. to 42 b.h.p. at 
4,500 r.p.m., with the result that the acceleration of the 
Cowley cannot match that of its bigger brother, but the fuel 
consumption is much improved, no fewer than 40 m.p.g 
being obtained under quiet driving conditions on the open 
road. The Cowley is intended for the family man, and 
for any driver who likes to have plenty of room, but who 
looks upon economy of operation as being more important 
than sheer performance. In the Cowley he is provided, 
additionally, with commendable stability. 

When studying the specification of the car, it is easy to 
presume that the car is “under-engined,” but this is not 
so. For example, the Cowley reaches 50 m.p.h. from a 
standing start in 22.0 sec, while the Oxford takes 18.2 sec; 
and it is interesting to note that the Ji-litre side-valve- 
engined Oxford that has recently been’ superseded by the 
current model took 27.4 sec. to reach the same speed. 
Clearly the car is no sluggard, although the price of driving 
it as hard as it will go will be a reduction in m.p.g. to 27.5. 

The top speed of the car is very nearly 65 m.p.h., which 
can, of course, be exceeded in favourable conditions; and 


An M motif in the centre of the bumper covers the hole for the 

storting hondie, The side lamps are merged into the lines of the 

chromium decoration of the radiator grille.

mechanism of the gear change and the steering column itself are 
neatly shrouded in a tubular cover. The instruments are grouped 
in two dials in the centre of the facia, and between them is a 
ventilation control. There is a cubby-hole of useful size on either 
side of the instruments, and the switches are grouped beneath the 
facia; leather pulls are fitted to each of the front doors. The 
bench type front seat has fore and aft adjustment provided by a 
lever mounted centrally at the front of the seat, and the hand 
brake is mounted on the floor on the right-hand side of the 
driving seat. Entry and egress are easy for driver and passengers 





it will cruise happily at about 55 m.p.h. for prolonged 
periods. The engine is smooth throughout its range, and 
even at maximum speed it does not appear to be unreason- 
ably stressed. It is also flexible, 15 m.p.h. being maintained 
without judder in top gear. 

The transmission is similarly smooth, and at no time 
during the test was there any sign of vibration. Third 
gear has appreciable whine, which is made the more notice- 
able because the well-chosen ratio for this gear invites its 
use at speeds up to and even over a true 50 mp.h. The 
gear box has four forward gears and reverse, and the 
oe column change mechanism is satisfactory of its 

type. Synchromesh is provided on second, third and top. 
The clutch provided a smooth take-up under all circum- 
stances, but the pedal pressure required to disengage it 
was so light that in town driving it would be easy for some 
drivers to wear the clutch withdrawal mechanism unneces- 
sarily by letting the foot rest even lightly on the pedal. 

Ever since the introduction of the post-war Minor, 
Mortis cars have enjoyed a reputation for having good 
suspension, and the Cowley lives up to the standard of its 
post-war forebears. It has torsion bars at the front. and 
conventional half-elliptic springs at the rear; it is firmer 
than many contemporary models and scores extra marks 
for stability. The car feels really safe, and provides a 
very comfortable ride for all the occupants. 

The rack and pinion steering is delightfully precise and 
light, assisting the particularly good cornering abilities.

However, it was considered that more “feel ” would be desir- 
able to improve the steering. On corners it is such that 
slippery conditions are difficult to detect before the car 
actually begins to skid. 

Braking power is good, and requires no more than light 
pedal pressure. The hand “wth has a solidly made lever 
of the pull-up type, sited at the right of the driving seat. 
It is possible to catch one’s trouser turn-up on it, but its 
efficiency atones for this fault. 

At any speed within its range the Cowley is smooth. 
There is no excessive engine noise and at its cruising speed 
there is little wind noise, although the sound of the wheels 
on different surfaces is transmitted to the interior. The 
mirror vibrated at the car’s higher speeds. 

The body is very similar to that of the larger-engined 
Oxford. The maximum amount of room is provided within 
the limitations of wheelbase and track, but this results in 
an unusual layout of the controls. The rear of the front 
wheel arches intrude into the foot space, with the result 
that the pedals are placed well in from the side of the car. 
The steering column is at an angle to the longitudinal 
centre line of the car to facilitate three-abreast seating, so 
that the left-hand part of the rim is nearer the driver than 
the right-hand part. The driver requires to sit, in effect, 
slightly turned to the left. This unusual seating position 
is noticed when a driver takes to the driving seat for the 
first time, but the strange feeling that results quickly wears 
off. From the point of view solely of the driver, the position 
is not ideal, but it does result in a useful addition to seating 
space. The front seat is provided with a central bolt-type 
lever for making fore and aft adjustment. 

The short bonnet and wide screen provide good visibility, 
and a fairly tall driver can see both front wings. Indeed, 
vision of the road directly in front of the bonnet is so good 
that the thought sprang to mind at once of how much this

They give very comfortable support to the passengers. The seat 

itself is particularly comfortable, and it is easy to shut the doors, 

as the elbow rests are shaped to fulfil the additional duty of door 

pulls. An ashtray is built into the back of the front seat. Only a

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would be appreciated in thick fog. The driving mirror is 
unusually wide and gives a good view to the rear without 
interfering with forward vision. The wide windscreen has 
two wipers mounted well out towards the screen pillars and 
they wipe well up to the sides, though they leave uncleared 
an inverted V in the centre of the screen. They were par- 
ticularly effective. 

Instruments are grouped in two dials mounted centrally 
in the facia. That on the right houses the speedometer, 
with trip and total mileage recorders, and the left-hand dial 
houses the fuel gauge, ammeter and oil pressure gauge, 
and has a section reserved for the addition of a water tem- 
perature thermometer. A rheostat control is provided to 
vary the intensity of lighting of the instruments. There is 
also a tiny light which operates in unison with the side 
lights and aids the driver to find the ignition keyhole when 
entering the car at night. There is a compartment of useful 
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size for gloves and the like on either side of the central 
dials. 

Underneath the instruments are the switches, arranged 
in a neat row. These include controls for the wipers, 
choke, panel and exterior lights, heater and starter, and 
they are flanked by ashtrays. The dip switch is fitted on 
the floor. The shape of the horn control is ingenious, as 
it includes the hub of the steering wheel and the greater 
part of the surface of the horizontal arms. Thus a driver 
can hook his thumbs round the horizontal bars if he cares 
to without sounding the horn, and then extend a thumb 
to the horn when required. However, it is rather easy 
to = the horn accidentally when the indicator switch 
is u 

Main criticism of the instruments and controls is their 
distance from the driver. This is a fault noticed at once, 
because it is necessary for a driver, regardless of height,

a switch on the right side central door pillar, well below 
the height of the top of the doors, and thus easily accessible 
to anyone entering from that side. 

The arrangement of the heater-demister installation is 
good. There is an exterior fresh air duct immediately in 
front of the windscreen, in which position it is unlikely 
to pick up exhaust fumes from vehicles in front in heavy 
traffic conditions. The amount of fresh air required can 
be controlled by a knob on the facia, located between and 
above the instrument dials. The temperature can be varied 
by a push-pull knob on the facia, and the relationship of 
air distribution between the screen and the interior as a 
whole is controlled by a flap valve. Instead of the more 
usual slot on each side of the screen for demisting, the 
Cowley has a row of five which gives even distribution. 
The switch for the fan is sited under the facia. In cold 
climates a greater heat output would be appreciated. The 
heater is an optional extra fitting.

There is a two-point jacking system, with 
sockets placed below the body near the centre of each side 
of the car. A starting handle is provided among the tools. 
Six points require greasing every 500 miles.

NCE you have admired that 

splendid western front of the 
Cathedral Church of St. Andrew in 
Wells, Somerset, it is time to push the 
door open and tread softly within.

Glastonbury copied it a century later. 
We stood and watched the puppets 
of the striking mechanisms of the 
clocks in the north transept as the 
hands neared half-past five, feeling that 
humanity was foolish to be interested 
in such things, and in such surround- 
ings. It was salutary, therefore, to go 
unrewarded, for nothing happened— 
at least, not before my watch had 
shown that it was clearly twenty-seven 
minutes to six of a Friday night; we 
took our courage in both hands and 
broke away from the rest of the crowd 
that gaped aloft. In fairness, we had 
seen the remainder of the cathedral 
before stopping in front of the gadgets. 


A.A. Salutes 


E were talking A.A. salutes and 
both of us agreed that we liked 
the friendly gesture from our organiza- 
tion. But there is, of course, more to 
it than that, and I realized that the 
story of the A.A. salute is no longer all 
that widely known. It is fully told in 
Stenson Cooke’s This Motoring, and 
the essence of it is that the salute was 
used as a warning that speed trapping 
was going on. 

The early days of motoring were 
days of real persecution and the courts 
levied vindictive fines on the pioneers.

So this little notice issued to members 
of the A.A. was a flash of brilliance: 
To AA Members 
When a Patrol does not Salute 
STOP 


and ask the Reason. 

When the A.A. man in this year of 
1955 salutes my car on recognition of 
the badge my mind goes back to the 
origins of the gesture and I hope that 
the courtesy will be continued. It is 
well to be reminded of the waves of 
prejudice that have hampered the pro- 
gress of motoring in Britain. 


Bad One 


F you descend Castle Hill, in Wind- 
sor, and turn right along the road 
to Datchet, the right-hand bend about 
a quarter of a mile along the road is 
one of the worst I know. The bend 
is sharper than it looks, the camber is 
adverse, and the surface is often quite 
slippery. On the outside the road is 
wavy. 

If you stand in the neighbourhood 
and watch cars round this bend you 
will find that a number of drivers are 
taken by surprise during the circum- 


navigation. They ought not to be, but 
they are. Why, then, does the local 
authority not do something about the 
bend? If I do not maintain my car 
in a safe state I am hauled before the 
courts under Construction and Use. 
The bend in the Datchet road is not 
in a safe state because the camber is 
in the wrong direction. There ought 
to be some Construction and Use 
regulations for highway engineers. 


Down You Go 


AVING been taught to change 

down for overtaking, the pupil 
thought that this mancuvre should 
have priority. But braking was re- 
quired as well and his protest was 
based on the limited time in which 
to do it all. One day, he was told, you 
will be taught to heel and toe and the

difficulty will disappear, but in the 
meantime your priorities must be 
governed by safety considerations. 
Braking is always a safety manceuvre 
and should, therefore, always take pre- 
cedence over the down change (the 
braking in this instance was not for 
the purpose of changing down but 
because of extraneous circumstances). 
In any case, the instructor continued, 
it is not necessary to change down, 
only desirable that you should do so. 
To brake was necessary, therefore 
there need be no doubt in your mind 
as to what to do first. 

A reasonable little lecture, I thought, 
from my seat in the back.

SWEDEN IMPROVES ITS ROADS 


TOCKHOLM is now taking definite 
and very expensive steps to elimin- 
ate the congestion which was 

threatening to bring traffic in the Swedish 
capital to a standstill. Stockholm is often 
attractively described as “the city on the 
water,” as its centre is built on a num- 
ber of islands which are connected by 
bridges. These bridges, no doubt ade- 
quate for the traffic of a few decades ago, 
are now one of the causes of traffic delays 
in the capital and so it is welcome news 
that a new road bridge, to be known as 
Sédergatsbron (South Street Bridge), is 
being constructed in conjunction with the 
underground railway from Sédermalm

entering Stockholm’s Central Station, and 
this will give easy access to the western 
parts of the city, the suburbs and Bromma 
Airport.

Parking, cause of much of the conges- 
tion in the Swedish capital, has been 
under examination for several months 
by a special committee. It was found 
that of the 27,000 cars parked overnight 
on the streets because of the lack of garage 
space, no fewer than 13 per cent were 
wrongly parked and a number liable to 
cause accidents. Also that in Drottning- 
gaten (the Bond Street of Stockholm) it 
was possible to drive at an average of 
15 m.p.h. at 8 a.m., but at noon, owing 
to parking and increased traffic, only 
5 m.p.h. was possible. The police 
have authorized 400 new parking places 
off the main thoroughfares and many 
away from the centre of the city, and 
from June 1 parking in certain main 
thoroughfares will be prohibited. 

Over the next five years at least 
140 million kronor (about £10 million) 
will be spent on Swedish highways. Plans 
are under way to convert certain sections 
of the main highways into motorways 

There will be a million vehicles on 
Swedish roads in some three years’ time, 
compared with 250,000 in 1948; 1954 saw 
a net increase of 100,000 private cars on 
Swedish. roads (126,617 new cars were 
registered but there was a wastage of 
some 25,000 over the year) and in the 
first quarter of this year a further 22,287 
cars were registered. Of the 8,131 regis- 
tered in March, 3,236—about 40 c 
cent—were Volkswagen! The Swedish 
Volvo, usually first in the registrations, 
came second with only 1,314.

For the large field 
of trials cars were just motoring up what 
should have been very difficult climbs. 
Yet they were, in a curious way, more 
impressive when doing this, demonstrat- 
ing that their limit is rather the point 
at which they start to fall over back- 
wards, than at their normal game of rort- 
ing to a muddy standstill, or slewing and 
spinning precariously. Remarkable cars! 
And this trial as usual brought out the 
best of them, in a large entry of 40. The 
best of the Midland talent was rather a 


overshadowed by the visitors from the 
London M.C., driving varieties of Cannon 
and going great guns. Rex Chappell car- 
ried off the premier award and G. J. 
Newman the second, while the Chappell- 
Newman-M. R. B. Cannon team won 
the team award. The highest Midlander 
was J. S. Jenkins, of the S. and H.M.C., 
with third place. Not all the sections 
were as easy as the open and dry 
grassy ones, but the stoppers stopped 
most at the same sub-section, as they 
were more of the single-great-hazard 
kind; and the first three places, with a 
tie on observed section marks, had to be 
sorted out by small differences of timing 
in two special tests of a routine nature, 
which had taken place on quiet roads. 


Farmyard Frolics 


The trial opened with a busy scene 
at the New Inns Hotel, Alsop-en-le-Dale, 
where a farm and modern hotel are semi- 
detached, with a side by side smart fore- 
court and a yard full of frisky heifers, 
very curious about the cars. 

After a short road section, the trial 
proper opened with two woodland sec- 
tions at Middlemore. They were grassy, 
as bumpy as cow pastures, and slightly 
damp, the earth having a stiff and tyre- 
clogging character. The first was the 
easier, and a good many, like N. Night- 
ingale, an early Sunbac runner, made 
good climbs of it, bouncing over the 
tussocks and gripping on the bare bits. 
But the second section was harder, and 
was a stopper of a good part of the entry. 
The third Middlemore section would 
have been a perfect stinker in normal 
English weather, but it was out in the 
open, and dry to the point of cracked 
earth. It was a drop into a small grassy 
bowl, a turn therein, and a climbing turn 
out, all in a small space. 

The second group of sections made up 


a 


the most part of the trial, as some of them 
were repeated after the neighbouring 
lunch stop. These were at Mill Close 
Mine, near Winster. 

The first, tucked away in a corner, had 
a start by a stream, rather swampy, and 
then a climbing turn over flat, dead 
cracked and bare earth. This start, and 
the fact that the bend had a marked out- 
wards slope, made it difficult, and car 
after car was failing at the same point 
It tended to grow easier as the day wore 
on; but for the repeat in the afternoon, 
the tapes were rearranged to make the 
bend steeper, and even more outward 
sloping, so it remained a stopper. The 
second Mill section was a climbing turn, 
too, and was also damp. It was compli- 
cated by steep humps, and it seemed to 
have a very soft surface. The second 
runner in the trial, J. D. Hollingsworth’s 
Oliver, made a good start, got well into 
the bend, and then the ,wheels sank with 
great suddenness and he stopped. That 
was typical of the others. But traffic, and 
drying by the sun, seemed to improve it, 
and in the afternoon, at their second 
attempts, most climbed higher than before 
up the dips and bumps. G. J. Newman, 
main award winner, was very good on 
this one in the afternoon, forcing on into 
quite a_high section and raising a cheer 
from the spectators. 

Next in the Mill bow! came two of the 
grassy, long climbs which proved so easy 
in this trial, and here they were motoring 
up and down in quick succession. How- 
ever, the exit track from these sections 
(unobserved) proved unexpectedly diffi- 
cult, owing to many taking a wrong line 
and going aground amidships! Willing 
hands had to lift rather than push at 
least one competitor to get him clear 


The final section, the exit from the bow! 
was a long, steep track with a poor sur 
face, a severe hump at the end, and a 
young cliff where it came out on the 
road. But it was merely 
did not trouble the 
and as dry as a bone. Some, like th 
N.H.C. special of Coates, were going so 
vell at the top that they leapt like lamb 
over the cliff and landed in the road with 
a loud noise 

The final group of sections, wh 
everyone had had their second turn a 
the lead mill group, was at Parwick. Thx 
first of these was formidable, in the expe 
tation of gleeful and hand-rubbing organ 
izers for it was a grassy field climb 
with an opening sub-section featuring two 
severe humps, cach well faced with 
smooth limestone, and went on with mor 
humps and bumps. Dryness such tha 
cars raised little dust clouds robbed thc 
obstacles of their difficulty, and tyres jus 
revolved quietly up the smooth stone 
The second and third Parwick section 
were as hard, dry and dusty, and they 
were just motoring 

In fact, an easy day it was, with only 
two retirements (T. Edmeston’s car 
broke a torque tube when a tree sought 
to impede his retirement backwards fron 
a section; and B. R. Pott’s Cotton trans 
mission ceased to transmit, on a mair 
road.)

Lights v. Dials 
“Why Not Have Both ?”’ 


[66381.]—When I was young and wem about on a motor cycle 
of popular make with coil ignition, there was set into the lamp 
a neat round dial which registered the charge in ampéres; in 
the centre of the dial there was a small round red light which 
lit up when the ignition was switched on in the normal way. 
It was neat, it was most informative, and it was, in my opinion, 
the answer to both arguments in the warning light against 
dial question. There could be a matched pair of such dials, 
the second to deal with the oil pressure in the same way. 

There is one more warning light which I want to see, to 
come on when the brake master cylinder header tank is running 
low. I have seen accidents through brake failure which could 
have been avoided by this device. Such a warning light, 
together with one of those master cylinders which keep two 
wheels braking even though the other two have sprung a leak, 
would make unexpected brake failure almost impossible. 

On our roads it sometimes happens that a tree root rips 
out a brake line by the roots. With a single-action master 
cylinder that is the end of all braking; with a double-action 
master cylinder the driver can go on braking on two wheels 
till the fluid is gone and then he, too, is unbraked.

A Reminder to “Sammy” 
Low Speed Torque of the Austin-Healey 
[66382.]—It is almost impudence to suggest that a driver and 


journalist of Mr. S. C. H. Davis’ knowledge and experience 
might have missed an important poimt in the review of his 
Austin-Healey. 

He did not mention specifically one very interesting feature of 
the car, which is almost unique in its type. The engine is 
designed more for low-speed torque than for high revs. There 
are only ten degrees of valve overlap, the exhausts open late and 
the ports and carburettors are relatively small. These features, 
combined with the big cylinders and the low weight of the car, 
give acceleration and hill-climbing at ordinary touring speeds 
which are quite remarkable in their ease. One can drive this car 
like a Ford V8. It will climb anything but a quite unusually 
steep hill on top gear smoothly and at ease, and get away from 
low speeds without changing down. I am not suggesting, of 
course, that that is getting the best out of the machine, but it 
does make the Austin-Healey much more attractive to a certain 
type of enthusiast who is not concerned with ultimate perform- 
ance or, like myself, has not allowed a love of the open air to 
succumb to superannuation. With a bit of extra padding here 
and there and some attention to the exhaust, mine is quiet and 
potters about most peaceably. It is also so warm that the hood 
is unnecessary in the coldest weather experienced in this country, 
ind without freak clothing. 

On the debit side I would like a longer wheelbase and more 
ground clearance. The absence of a starting handle is just 
appalling. My own example was not well turned out in its 
details—a too common fault nowadays. T. H. BENNETT

The Bull-nosed Morris 
Happy Memories of Three of Them 


[66383.]}—The article on the bull-nosed Morris by your con- 
tributor Harold Holt (April 15) must have brought back a flood 
of memories to many motorists with upwards of 20 years at the 
wheel. The bull-nosed Morris was certainly not my first car, 
but it came along, in due course, as the logical vehicle for an 
impecunious enthusiast whose pursuit of life in the late 1920's 
and early 1930’s demanded something more convenient than a 
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motor cycle. So well did the type serve’my purposes that I 
owned three in a run. I remember the cars with great affection, 
unspoilt by any lasting recollection of outstanding faults. Their 
complete reliability, the silent dynamo-starter that surely was 
the proper method of turning an engine without the cruelty of 
engaging cogs, the artillery wheels that responded so readily to 
a large hammer after trying conclusions with unresponsive sub 
stances—so one can go on. I well remember one Christmas 
breaking a piston ring in a 1924 Chummy model (subsequently 
written off by a bus in London—and the clock was a family 
ornament for years); I could not obtain a spare ring in time, so 
I was offered a complete piston, which “looked ” about the size 
It was not a Morris piston, certainly, but it went in the bore, 
and the gudgeon fitted. On assembly the car ran, and continued 
to give good service long after. One could take many liberties 
with the car, and in my opinion it did exactly what it was 
designed to do—gave cheap, reliable initiation into the joys (as 
they were then) of motoring 

One fault I remember was that the oil fumes from the crank 
case used to blow back through the oil filler, and thus into the 
cockpit, where one sat as in a smoke screen. Various were 
the explanations given by owners to passengers about this 
phenomena, depending upon the gullibility, but the remedy was 
simple. Just a piece of old inner tube to cover the filler and 
hang down below the crankcase. The passing of the car cer 
tainly marked the close of a chapter of motoring history, and 
the freemasonry of the road, so sadly lacking today.

Tribute to Rally Drivers

the trials and tribulations of the men and machines who left 
Salonika for this year’s Monte Carlo Rally 

I left the United Kingdom on December 27 last in a British- 
built Citroen Six with three adults, one child and. 600 Ib of 
baggage, to drive overland to Kuwait, where I have worked for 
an Anglo-American oil company for the last eight years. 

At approximately the same time as they were leaving Salonika, 
northward bound, we were leaving Belgrade southward bound 
through the most atrocious weather, terrain and general driving 
conditions it has been my bad luck to encounter in sixteen years’ 
driving experience 

To reach the top of the many gradients we had to climb along- 
side the rivers Morava and Vardar, we frequently had to off-load 
passengers and baggage to get sufficient way to make the top 
of the next slope. We encountered snow, ice, blizzards, land-

Finally, at midnight of the last day in Yugo-Slavia, we were 
frozen fast at the top of a four and a half thousand feet mountain 
pass.

Danger After Dark 


66389.}—As a regular reader of The tocar for over 40 years 
I am very interested to read about the Slough 2-year “ search 
for safety” experiment. I have been interested in road and 
, founded the 
1 , asi was, some 
33 years ago when it was the first council ind outside 
London. I was until recently chairman and am at present 
chairman of the Herefordshire, Warwickshire and Worcester- 
shire Accident Council Federation 
It is now nearly 20 years since I first advocated the scientific 
investigation of road accidents in a paper read before the Chief 
Constables’ Association of England and Wales, and I have con- 
sistently and frequently called for such investigation and also 
for regulation to control the use—and misuse—of head lights 


Where road matters and road safety are concerned we as a 
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nation are more conservative than usual and it takes years to 
get anything done, as I could prove by many examples if 
space permitted. Let us hope that it will not take the Road 
Research Laboratory as long to issue a report and recommenda- 
tions on the experiment as it has taken in regard to head lamps, 
which are responsible for far more road accidents than the 
official figures show, for if it does we shall not hear anything 
for 10 years or more. 

In reply to a question I put to the Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Transport, he told me that the Ministry was 
now awaiting a conference in the U.S. on the subject of head 
lights. How much longer must we wait for regulations which 
will make driving on the roads at night as safe and comfortable 
as it is in many other countries? Is the answer to be found 
in the suggestion that the powers that be are trying to be too 
scientific rather than soundly practical?
